edly tore at twice the speed 
limit around a bend in north¬ 
west Spain, killing at least 7S 
passengers and injuring more 
than 140 m the nation's dead¬ 
liest rail disaster since 1944 

Carriages piled into each 
other and overturned m the ac¬ 
cident late Wednesday, smoke 
billowing from the wreckage 
of mangled steel and smashed 
windows as bodies were lam 
out under blankets along the 
tracks. 

State rai 1 way c omp any 
Renfe said it was too early to 
determine the cause but sev¬ 
eral media outlets said the 
train carrying MS passengers 
and four crew was speeding 

It came off the tracks on a 
curve at 3 42 pm (1342 GMT) 
on Wednesday as it was about 
to enter Santiago de Com¬ 
postela station m the north¬ 
western region of Galicia. 

One of the drivers who be¬ 
came trapped in the cab of the 
tram after the accident told 
railway officials by radio 
she illy after the crash that the 
train had taken the curve at 
190 kilometres per hour 
(I lSmph) T unidentified inves¬ 
tigation sources told El Pais 
newspaper. 

The speed limit on that sec¬ 
tion of track is SDkm/h 

"I was going at 19D! 1 hope 
no one died because it will 
weigh on my conscience," he 
said, according to the online 
e dition of the newsp ap er. 


The driver faces question¬ 
ing by police, a court official 
told AFP. 

"The judge has asked the 
p dice that he make a declara¬ 
tion," said die spokesman for 
the high court m Galicia, the 
region where the disaster oc¬ 
curred on Wednesday. 

The official said the un¬ 
named driver will be accom¬ 
panied by a lawyer during the 
questioning 

The eight carnages of the 
train derailed on a stretch of 
high-speed track about four 
kilometres from the station in 
the city, the destination of the 
famous El Camino de Santi¬ 
ago pilgrimage which has 
been followed by Christians 
since the Middle Ages. 

Prime Minister Mariano 
Rajoy, a native of Santiago de 
Comp d stela, amvedatthe scene 
of the accident before visiting 
victims in hospital on Thursday 

Rajoy declared three days 
of mourning, while King Juan 
Carlos and Crown Prince Fe¬ 
lipe called off their public en¬ 
gagements out of respect for 
the victims.

Force-feeding of 
Gitmo inmates is 
unethical: US doctor 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
force-feeding of hunger strik¬ 
ing inmates at the US prison in 
Guantanamo clearly violates 
medical ethics and interna¬ 
tional law, a former military 
doctor told senators on 
Wednesday. 

Stephen Xenakis, a retired 
Army brigadier general and 
psychiatrist, called for an end 
to feeding some detainees 
through nasal tubes when drey 
refuse to eat, saying it was a 
coercive, inhumane practice 
that broke the bond between a 
doctor and patient. 

Detainees launched the 
hunger strike more than four 
months ago to protest their Hi¬ 
de finite detention, including 
dozens who have been cleared 
as posing no imminent threat 


to the United States. 

According to the Pentagon's 
latest tally, SO out of \66 de¬ 
tainees are on hunger strike, 46 
on a list for possible feeding 
through nasal tubes. 

Several Democrats at the 
hearing agreed with the doc¬ 
tor's testimony, with Senator 
Dianne Feinstein repeating her 
cFills to end force-feeding. 

US officials defend the 
force-feeding as part of their 
obligation to ensure the health 
and safety of die detainees 
President Barack Obama's 
administration also is anxious 
to avoid a politically-damag¬ 
ing scenario in which hunger 
strikers starve to death, similar 
to the situation faced by the 
British government in North¬ 
ern Ireland during die 19SDs 



Pope warns Latin America against 
legalizing drugs 

RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Pop e Francis has warned Latin 
America against legalizing 
drugs, arguing in sharply- 
worded and highly political re¬ 
marks that liberal policies 
under consideration in Ins 
home region will not reduce 
the problem 

The Argentine-bom pontiff 
delved into the hot topic on 
Wednesday after celebrating 
die first public mass of Ins 
week-long visit to Brazil, m 
winch he has sought to deliver 
a message of hope to the poor 
and vulnerable 

He drew a line against drugs 
as he met crack addicts and in¬ 
augurated a rehabilitation ward 
ala Rio de Janeiro hospital run 
by Franciscan monks. 

“The scourge of drug traf¬ 
ficking, which favors violence 
and sows the seeds a f suffering 
and death, requires of society 
as a whole an act of courage," 

Francis said as rain fell on the 
Saint Francis hospital 

Hours earlier, the 76-year- 
old pope, in Brazil for a 
Catholic youth festival, urged 
Catholics t.o reject "ephemeral 
idols" such as money, power 
and success as he led mass at 
the country's most revered 
shrine. 

Drug violence has killed 
more than 70,000 people in 
Mexico alone since JODd, 


while liarcotrafficking contin¬ 
ues unabated across Latin 
America, fueling calls for are- 
dunk of the US-backed "war 
on drugs" 

Guatemala's president has 
called for legalization, a vision 
shared by ex-presidents in 
Brazil, Mexico and Colombia 
but opposed by the United 
States and Mexican govern¬ 
ments 

Uruguayan President Jose 
Mujica has proposed legEiliz- 
ing marijuana in Ins country 

But the pope said society 
must fight the underlying

Dengue outbreak has killed 26 
in Central America: officials 


TEGUCIGALPA (AFP) - An 
unusually potent outbreak of 
dengue fever has killed 26 peo¬ 
ple and infected nearly 40,0CD 
more so far tins year in Central 
America, where the mosquito- 
bom illness is endemic 

Honduras has seen the most 
fatalities, with 15, fallowed by 
Nicaragua, with five. The high¬ 
est number of infections has 
been recorded in Costa Rica, 
vrath 17,000 

Only Panama has so far 
been spared (his year, with just 
300 cases and no deaths. 

With a warm and humid cli¬ 
mate and powerful rainy sea¬ 
sons, Central America is an 
ideal region far the mosquitoes 
that cany the virus. 

Like many countries in the 
region, Honduras, which has 
seen 12,000 cases of dengue 
fever this year, has been work¬ 
ing to mobilize the population 
to limit the spread of mosqui¬ 
toes. 


The government program 
has been using the slogan, 
"Without breeding, there are 
no mosquitoes. Without mos¬ 
quitoes, there is no dengue. - 

But authonties say initia¬ 
tives to eliminate die standing 
water where mosquitoes lay 
their eggs have met with only 
limited success. 

In nearby Costa Rica, where 
three have already died this 
year, a health official says peo¬ 
ple are not taking die issue se¬ 
riously. 

“Spraying does not help 
much if we don't eliminate the 
mosquito breeding sates," said 
Ca sta Rica's top health official 
Roberto Castro, "but not in all 
cases do the neighbors re- 
sp end" 

Honduras, Casta Rica, 
Nicaragua and El Salvador is¬ 
sued formal dengue alerts ear¬ 
lier tins month, while 
Guatemala and Panama offi¬ 
cials said they were monitoring 


the disease, winch normally 
spreads more easily later in the 
rainy season. 

Health authorities said they 
have been baffled by this re¬ 
cent outbreak, which has De¬ 
cline d d esp ite a sp at e a f 
unusually dry weather. 

Dengue affects between 50 
and 1 DO million people in the 
tropics and subtropics each 
year, resulting m fever, muscle 
and ] amt ache. 

The disease is caused by 
four strains of virus that are 
spread by the mosquito Aedes 
aegyptr 

Hi ere is no vaccine, so med¬ 
ical authorities in the region, 
where poverty is widespread, 
have been trying to stamp it 
out by focusing on mosquito 
control. 

Hie illness can be fatal, de¬ 
veloping into hemorrhagic 
fever, winch can lead tD shock 
and internal bleeding. 


Tall women face higher cancer risk 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Taller women may face a 
higher risk of many cancers 
than their shorter counterparts, 
according to a US study re¬ 
leased Thursday 

Researchers looked at a 
sample ofnearly 145,000post¬ 
menopausal women aged 50 to 
79 for the analysis published in 
the US journal Cancer Epi¬ 
demiology. 

They found that each addi¬ 
tional 10 centimeters (four 
inches) of height was linked to 
a 13 p ercent higher risk of get¬ 
ting cancer 


4 Ultimately, cancer is a re¬ 
sult of processes having to da 
with growth, so it makes sense 
that hormones or other growth 
factors that influence height 
may also influence cancer 
risk," said lead author Geof¬ 
frey Kab at, senior epidemiolo¬ 
gist at tiie Albert Em stem 
College of Medicine of 
Yeshiva University in New 
York. 

After 12 years of following 
women who entered the study 
without cancer, researchers 
found links between greater 
hei gilt an d hi gh er hkeliho o d o f 


developing cancers of the 
breast colon, endometrium, 
kidney, ovary rectum, thyroid, 
as well as multiple myeloma 
and melanoma. 

Tire height association re¬ 
mained even after scientists 
adjusted for factors that might 
influence these cancers, such 
as age, weight, education, 
smoking habits, alcohol con¬ 
sumption and hormone ther¬ 
apy 

Same cancers saw an even 
higher risk among taller 
women, such as a 33 to 39 per¬ 
cent increase m the risk of de¬ 
veloping cancers of the kidney, 
rectum, thyroid, and blood for 
each additional I D centimeters 
of height 

None of the 19 cancers 
studied showed a lower risk 
with greater height. 

Hie study did not establish 
a certain height level at winch 
cancer risk begins to rise, and 
Kab at said it is imp oil ant to re¬ 
member tliat the increased risk 
researchers found was small

While the 
CDC sad 10 people have been 
hospitalized. 

"People can get bloating, 
vomiting, low grade fevers as 
well and 1 fit's not diagnosed 


you can get a fatigue syn¬ 
drome afterwards," Dr Steven 
Gordon, Chairman Infectious 
Disease at the Cleveland 
Clinic, said.

The money will be spent 
on reducing concentrations of 
damaging particles known as 
PM 2.5 m the air, the state-run 
China Daily newspaper cited 
an official as saying. 

Across China, levels of 
PM2 5 -- tiny particles that 
are generated by burning coal 
and can penetrate deep into 
the lungs, causing damage — 
regularly exceed limits sug¬ 
gested by the World Health 
Organization (WHO) 

Officials aim to reduce 
PM2.5 emissions in key cities 
including Beijing by around 
25 percent compared tD 2012 
levels by 2D 17, the report 
said. 

The plan would mean 
PM 2.5 concentrations in Bei¬ 
jing will reach around 60 mi¬ 
cro grams per cubic meter by 
2017,. the report said — still 
several times above the 
WHO's limit. 

The report did not provide 
details of haw the targets 
would be met China's envi¬ 
ronmental ministry was not 
immediately available to 
comment. 

An especially heavy wave 
of pollution earlier this year 
stoked popular discontent, 
prompting China's govern¬ 
ment to announce measures 
to improve air quality -- in¬ 
cluding rating officials' per¬ 
formance on air quality 
ratings in their regions.

MEXICO CITY(AFP) - Paleontologists in northern Mexico 
have excavated a five-meter [ 16-foot) long fossilized di¬ 
nosaur tail from a creature than lived more than 72 mil¬ 
lion years ago. The tail, made up of about 50 vertebrae, 
belonged to one of the crested duckbill dinosaurs, likely 
a lambeosaurus, a statement from the National Institute 
of Anthropology and History said Monday. The tall, first 
discovered in the Guadalupe Alimitos desert in 2005, 
was buried in sedimentary rock. Other long bones and 
hip bones have also been found, and scientists believe 
the rest of the skeleton --which they estimate will meas¬ 
ure a total of about 12 meters {40 feet) long - is buried 
there. 


BlackBerry cuts 250 jobs 



OTTAWA (AFP) - Struggling smartphone maker Black- 
Berry has fired 250 employees in a new product testing 
division at ifs Canadian headquarters, a spokeswoman 
said Thursday. While BlackBerry helped create a culture 
of mobile users who were glued to the company's smart¬ 
phones, many of those customers have since moved to 
Apple or other smartphone makers such as Samsung, 
mainly using the Google Android operating system. A re¬ 
cent survey showed BlackBerry's share of the global 
smartphone market shrank to 2.9 percent in the first 
quarter of 2013. In a turnaround bid, the company un¬ 
veiled a new platform in January, as it dropped the cor¬ 
porate name Research in Motion to rebrand as 
BlackBerry. An unexpected first quarter loss and disap¬ 
pointing sales figures posted last month sent its share 
price plunging.

US charges hackers 
over 160 million hank 
card numbers 


Facebook seen at

NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
US authnriti.es indicted five 
men on Thursday on charges 
of running a global hacking 
operation that enabled them to 
steal die bank card numbers of 
more than 1 60 million people 

Prosecutors m Newark New 
Jersey described the scheme as 
the largest hacking and data 
breach case ever prosecuted in 
the United States. 

According to the indictment, 
the men - four Russians and a 
Ukrainian -- targeted major 
payment processors, retailers 
and financial institutions 
around the world over the 
course of seven years, result¬ 
ing in hundreds of millions of 
dollars in losses. 

The defendants were 
charged with attacks Dn, 
among others, NASDAQ, Visa 
Jordan, the Belgian hank 
Dexia, and Diners Singapore 
Just three of the corporate vic¬ 
tims have reported combined 
losses m excess of $3DO mil¬ 
lion 

Only one is currently in US 
custody. He was arrested in die 
Netherlands last year along 
with and extradited. Another is

Scarano, who worked for 
years as an accountant for 
APS A an agency that manages 
Vatican assets, said he had doc¬ 
uments which would prove his 
good faith and asked the pontiff 
permission to present them tD 
him in person 

Hie investigators allege that 
Scarano had used Vatican bank 
accounts to make transfers on 
behalf a fins friends, including 
an attempt to move 20 million 
euros ($26 million) on behalf of 
a Neapolitan ship owning family.

NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Shares of' Facebook surged 
Thursday after a sharp jump m 
mobile ad revenues propelled 
profits and marked what some 
analyst called a turning point 
for die social networking 
giant. 

A day after its quarterly 
earnings report, Facebook 
shares leapt 2d percent to 
$23.42 at 1(520 GMT the 
biggest jump since its public 
offering in May 2012 as the 
stock hit its highest level in 
over a year. 

Facebook shares had fallen 
sharply after the highly antici¬ 
pated IPO last year and have 
yet to get back to the offering 
price of 333. Analysts have 
spotlighted sluggish mobile ad 
revenue growth as a major 
hurdle for die stock. 

But the company has aggres¬ 
sively changed its online for¬ 
mat to enable it to follow its 
one billion members onto 
smartphones or tablets as 
lifestyles increasingly revolve 


around accessing the Internet 
from mobile devices. 

Facebook reported net in¬ 
come in the second quarter of 
S 331 million compared with a 
loss of $157 million in the 
year-ago period 

Revenue for the quarter drat 
ended June 30 climbed to 
$1 31 billion, up 53 percent 
from the same period a year 
earlier. Facebook said 41 per¬ 
cent of its ad revenues came 
from mobile, compared ’with 
30 percent in die prior quarter 
and virtually nothing a year 
ago. 

Of Facebook's 1.15 billion 
monthly users as of June 30, 
319 million use a mobile de¬ 
vice.
